Said 600,000 I 


Years Old 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
— 
The 
bones of a m an and child who 
lived am o ng saber-toothed tigers 
m ore than 600.000 y ears ago have 
been found in east Africa. 
R eporting the discovery Friday, 
a British anthropologist said they 
were the oldest hum an bones ever 
uncovered. Also, the child’s bones 
rep re sen t “ the oldest crim e ever 
to com e to light,” he said, 
“ M urder 
m ost foul,” 
was the 
description Dr. L 
S. B. Leakey 
gave to the pieces of the child’s 
skull. Skull fractu re lines and oth 
cr evidence convinced the an th ro ­ 
pologist that “ the child was m ur 
dered with a blunt in strum ent.’’ 
Ia»akey, cu rato r of the C orindon 
Museum in Nairobi, Kenya, said 
the 
bones 
w ere found 
the 
past 
y ea r in the Olduvai Gorge region 
of T anganyika, a 
rich anthropo­ 
logical site. 
The discovery 
m eans that the 
600,000 
y ear 
old 
“ N utcracker 
m a n ” 
( zin janth rop us), 
w h o s e 
bones L eakey discovered in 1959, 
is no longer the oldest hum an on 
record. “ N utcracker m a n ” turned 
up in the sam e area as the new-

The latest discovery was c re d ­ 
ited by L eakey to his son. J o n a ­

white stuff. 
The new white blanket is w ork­ 
ing its way into the Buckeye area 
from the southwest. As the te m ­ 
perature drops, rain will change 
to snow 
(possibly 
some 
sleet) 
and the 
entire 
cold 
front 
will 
sw eep across Ohio into Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
By Sunday morning, the m er­ 
cury is expected to be in the 20s 
although afternoon readings 
will 
rise into the 30s in northern coun­ 
ties and into the 40s in the south. 
It all adds up to a nasty w eek­ 
end weatherwise. But it will be 
nothing as uncom fortable as con­ 
ditions in the Deep South.

Good W ay To Kill 'Em Off

Do you follow the “ if a little is 
good, a lot is better” philosophy 
when watering house plants? lf so, 
don’t be surprised if the plants’ 
lower leaves turn yellow or fall off. 
Plant roots suffer greatly when 
plant is over - watered. Tot) 
much water fills the 
air 
spaces 
in the soil and the roots suffer 
from inadequate aeration. 
lf you are a chronic over-water- 
cr, choose plants which can stand 
relatively 
moist conditions. Chi­ 
nese evergreen, philodendron, diet* 
fenbachia, palms 
and 
draceaha 
could be plants on your list. 
To correct over - watering prob­ 
lems: 
I. Water only when the soil is on 
the dry side. Push your finger into 
the soil to a depth of two or three

Since Dutch elm disease has all 
but eliminated the most popular 
shade tree in some areas, home 
owners wonder what to select for 
a street or shade tree. 
Most home owners want a fast- 
growing, nicely 
shaped, “ clean” 
tree that needs little care and is 
not bothered by major plant dis­ 
eases or insects. No tree will meet 
all these qualifications. 
Plants 
are 
living 
organisms 
and are subject to many unfavor­ 
able conditions. It is impossible to 
know' what problems may arise.- 
Fifteen years ago no one anticip­ 
ated Dutch elm disease and the 
loss of the elm as a shade tree. I 
One can now see that disease or 
insects may eliminate other trees 
in the future. 
For Ohio conditions, the follow­ 
ing trees are 
recommended 
for 
street or shade trees: 
Large 
trees 
(30 to 50 feet): 
Among the popular and available 
species are the thornless and pod- 
less honey locust (Moraine. Im­ 
perial, or Skyline), sweetgum, su­ 
gar maple, pin oak. London plain 
tree, and red maple. 
Small trees (15 to 25 feet): Re­ 
commended for use around t h e 
smaller ranchtype homes are the 
golden rain tree, ginkgo, flowering 
crabapples, redbud, and flowering 
dogwood.

President Kennedy wants a re­ 
port by April I on tax havens, on 
whether “ undue amounts” of Am­ 
erican capital may be flowing to 
industrialized n a t i o n s Douglas 
Dillin, Secretary of the Treasury, 
is to get the facts together with the 
object of developing legislation. It 
is to be hoped that he does not lim­ 
it his investigations to Treasury 
officials, as they 
have 
not been 
able to do very much about this 
subject during the 40 years that it 
has been a problem. 
Any study of tax havens must 
begin with 
‘Hot money” . By de­ 
finition. this is currency 
which 
fam e to its owner illegally and 
which he dares not disclose 
His 
principal task is to make “ hot 
m oney” legitimate; otherwise he 
is stuck with a currency that he 
cannot use. “ Hot money” is act­ 
ually cash and is moved as cash. 
The first big block of “ hot mon­ 
ey” was Prohibition money — the 
coin that wrent to bootleggers, hi­ 
jackers, the importers of forbidden 
l i q u o r , the bankers who pro­ 
vided the money for this purpose 
and the gangsters who gave them 
protection. 
Nobody 
knows 
for 
sure what this amounts to. but the 
f i g u r e most often used is that 
the residue is about $2.500,000.000. 
Most of this money first found its 
way from various American cities 
to the Canadian bootlegging 
cen­ 
ters and from t h e r e to Europe 
where it was legitimatized and put 
intr. 
i n d u s t r y and commerce 
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throughout 
the 
w o r l d , 
includ­ 
ing the United States 
No taxes 
were ever paid on these earnings. 
The second largest block of "hot 
money" is dope. This has to be fi­ 
nanced because the sums involv­ 
ed nre enormous. Tile principal 
export center is Italy, although 
considerable dope comes from the 
M i a d I e East and Red China. It 
is generally said that Lucky Lucia­ 
no is the king of this 
business 
throughout the world, although he. 
l i v i n g in exile, denies this ov­ 
erlordship. All transactions are in 
cash and therefore no taxes are 
paid. 
The United States maintains an 
inadequately financed agency to 
meet this situation under the di­ 
rection of H a r r y J. Anslinger, 
who has done more than is to be 
expected on the slender support 
he has. This dope money should be 
taxed but it is not easy to find the 
owners. However, if a tax of 200 
per cent were put on caught heroin 
or marijuana or opium, it would 
be very helpful. The peddling or 
financing of dope should be made 
a capital offense. 
The third largest block of “ hot 
money” is currency obtained by a 
variety of methods, including un­ 
der 
the table payments 
to poli­ 
ticians. Such money is physically 
taken to places like Switzerland or 
Panam a or Hongkong and is bank­ 
ed there e i t h e r under num ber­ 
ed or ifctiiious accounts. The mon­ 
ey is then managed from abroad 
and may never 
actually 
be

turned 
to the o w n e r 
in this 
country. American shares may he 
purchased in London or Amster­ 
dam or other cities and sold on a 
rise, the accretion n e v e r being 
taxed Dividends would, of course, 
be taxed. 
Tile money is also used for in­ 
vestment in foreign enterprises or 
in American - owned enterprises 
at road. It thus becomes denation­ 
alized and pays no taxts to the Un* 
, ited S t a t e s . The sums involved 
in these operations are not known. 
I In the business world the low es­ 
timate is $30.OOO,OOO.(XX). 
Actually, the tax law permits an 
I American enterprise to retain its 
I earnings abroad and thus avoid 


taxation in the United States. The 
Treasury seeks to correct tins by 
requiring American parent com­ 
panies to supply information con­ 
cerning foreign subsidiaries, but 
this is not the largest factor in the 
situation. What is needed is infor­ 
mation 
about 
those 
Americans 
who have numbered accounts in 
Switzerland 
and other countries 
and to make such dollars taxable. 
There can be no excuse for the 
lack of knowledge on these sub­ 
jects except that too many big 
names are always involved. There 
is p I e n t y of free discussion and

Topic at B&PW Club Meet

Mr. Brassuer presented a talk 
on the accident toll in the state of 
Ohio and what can be done to eli­ 
minate some of the highway fat­ 
alities. 
He stated that I per cent of all 
drivers are caused bv the constant 
offenders and they represent 15 
per cent of total accidents: 
Three per cent of all drivers are 
expert drivers and their percentage 
of accidents is zero; 
Approximately 96 per cent 
of 
all drivers are the average drivers 
and they are responsible for 85 per 
cent of accidents. 
Of the IO million people rn the 
state of Ohio, four million hold 
driver's license. In the 1959 statis­ 
tics there were 38lu billion miles 
driven in Ohio as compared with 
611 billion miles driven in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Yearly accidents on the high­ 
way costs the people of the state of 
Ohio an approximate 15 million dol­ 
lars. In 1959 the state of O h i o 
was ranked 4th in traffic deaths. 
The only states to exceed t h i s 
were California, Texas and New 
York states. 
Mr. Brassuer extended his con­ 
gratulations to members for their 
participation last year in the Car­ 
ol Lane Award which is awarded 
by the Shell Oil Company. He fur­
